Three Problems

| F anyone fs in doubt as to what 


ie a “problem novel,” let him or 

her read “The House,”’ by Grace 
Kellogg Griffith (Penn Publishing 
Co.). Its problems are at least 
three: how Doris is to be happy 
though a drudging housewife; how 
Stan, her husband, having a legal 
mind, is to content himself with 
school-teaching; and how both of 
them are to face the catastrophe 
that comes upon them at middle 
age of being set aside by their chil- 
dren as “back numbers.” 


Each had been willing when they 
were married to sacrifice much for 
the other. Stan resigned his ambi- 
tion to practice law, and Doris gave 
up her plan for a musical career. 
Of course, in each case there were 
longing looks backward, but un- 
fortunately each took the other's 
step as final and proffered no 
sympathy.

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Mason’s ‘Creative Freedom |

L IKE another lantern-bearing 


Diogenes searching the streets 

at high noon for an honest man, 
J. W. T. Mason, in his book en- 
titled “Creative Freedom” (Har- 
per & Brothers), flickeringly light- 
ed by vast learning, prow!ls the dust- 
heaps of ancient and modern phil- 
osophy seeking Truth. It is an 
arresting treatise—if for no bet- 
ter reason than its own intrinsic 
presumptions. 

But there are better reasons. 
They inhere in the evident honesty 
of the author, in the intelligence of 
his handling of a complex and 
otherwise difficult investigation, 
and finally in the very plausible if 
not self-evident conclusions he has 
reached. “Creative Freedom” is 
worth serious reading. 

The book is an attempt, through 
harmonizing mysticism with ra- 
tionalism, to answer the supreme 
religious, philosophical and psy- 
chological riddle—Man, whence is 
he, wither bound, and precisely 
what relations does he sustain to 
God, upon the one hand, and Na- 
ture, upon the other? And the 
author starts, as all others whe 
have ever sought to solve this prob- 
lem have started, with certain as- 
sumptions. 

Exchanging the term, God, for 
Pure Spirit, he leaps boldly to the 
claim that all existence is spirit- 
ual; that is, self-projected, in all 
finite forms, from Pure Spirit. We 
quote: “‘Pure Spirit is not § con- 
cerned, while in absolute freedom 
of creativeness, with accomplished 
acts; for acts require union ‘of 
parts, and parts have no existence 
while absolute freedom prevails.”

OWEVER, he concedes that 
H creativeness seeks essentially 

for versatility of expression, 
and for concreteness; although this 
can be had only through the sac- 
rifice of “‘pure’’ creativeness, which 
is the peculiar activity of Pure 
Spirit. Hence spirit submits itself 
to limitations, projects itself away 
from Pure Spirit into finiteness, 
takes on the qualifications of mat- 
ter, and acquires the power of ex- 
pressing itself in material forms. 

Attempting to prove the possibil- 
ity, and to explain in some degree 
the manner of this ‘“self-projec- 
tion,” he traces the subdivision of 
matter from the mass to the mole- 
cule, through the atom, to the elac- 
tron: which under attempted sub- 
division, disappears into mere 
‘force without any material sub- 
stance through which to act’’—or, 
in other words, into pure spirit. By 
simply reversing the process, then, 
the author contends, we may s¢e 
and understand the reduction of 
pure spirit into matter. 

In the process of creativeness Mr. 
Mason perceives two movements 
making for evolutionary progress: 
The mechanical impetus, or matter 
coupled with natural law; and the 
creative impetus, or creativeness 
using the material parts so evolved 
in unfolding its own activities. The 
latter impetus, not depending upon 
“natural” law, but being, rather, 


an unpredictable activity of spirit. 
and moreover being in control of 
evolutionary progress, saves tho. 
universe from the merely mechan- 
ical evolution of mat 

The development of creativeness 
in the- individual, then, is tanta- 
mount to the building of personal- 
ity—which is the individual's su- 
preme duty and achievement. And 
to just the extent to which Me ts 
able to give unhampered freedom 
to that creative impulse of which 
each man and woman is an individ- 
ual and self-acting center, to pre- 
cisely that extent does one fyilfill 
his highest destiny. 

It is ap easy step from thig con- 
clusion into a somewhat lengthy 
discussion of self-consclousness and 
subconsciousness; the latter being 
that mighty sea of wigdom which is. 
the common heritage of humankind 
and the former that rivulet of 
knowledge which trickles upon the 
surface of the individual intelli- — 
gence. The author pays sincere 
homage to Shintoism, which, fn its 
purity, is subconsciousness of man’s 
unity with and derivation from puré 
spirit rising to the tide-level of self- 
consciousness and expressing itself 
in purity and simplicity of human 
life,

NTO the ideal situation arising 
| trom the creative freedom fos- 

tered by Shintoistic conceptions 
(whether in Shinto Japan or 
Christian America), the author 
sees what he terms egoistic crea- 
tiveness rearing its ugly head, © 
whereby, through selfishness, cre- 
ativeness seeks to exploit human- 
ity, and slavery and the sweatshop 
flourish. The remedy lies, ag he 
conceives, in esthetic creativeness; 
that is, in a resurgence of man's 
subconsciousness of his. origin in 
Pure Spirit, and a return toward 
creative freedom—toward creative- 
ness for its own sake and for the 
sake of its spiritual rather than its 
material values. 

It is just here that woman playa 
her great part in the development 
of the race. An evangel of esthet- 
icism, not only in her personal 
grace and beauty but in her keener 
subconscious perception of esthetic 
and spiritual things, her glory lies 
in her power to influence man 
against submergence in materialis- 
tic and egoistic creativeness. It is 
thus that woman becomes the gav- 
ior of the world; it is thus that her 
heel bruises the serpent’s head; it 
is thus that she preserves the race 
from the degeneration so power- 
fully and insistently threatened by 
the hard conditions Imposed by the 
work-a-day world. And also it is 
woman whose need of material 
support drives man forth on his 
conquest of material things, and 
thus most effectively stimulates in 
him the quest of creative freedom. 

Incidentally, it-would seem, a 
chapter or so is devoted to com- 
parison of the religious and philo- 
sophical ideals of the Bast and the 
West—for which, and it will be 
well worth his time, the reader is 
referred to the book itself.
